Though the disorder, U an Epidemic, bn 
Subsided at Madras, yet as it still Continues in 
the Southern Proviuces, the following sccouol 
•f the Spatmodic Cholera and of the remedies 
applicable to it, taken from wo*ks in general 
ute among the Hindu Medical Practitioner*, 
*ill at least giatify curiosity, and, as the for- 
mulas cf the Medicines are given in the original 
languages may be productive of utility. — The 
extracts I shall make will, [ think, shew that 
the treatment of this disease, which, although so 
eminently successful here and elsewhere, mnst, 
1 believe, in the strictness of regular practice 
must be probouttced somewhat empirical, if 
hoi burrowed from the Hindus, is closely cor- 
respondeat with that indicated in their medical 
writings. To say generally that the doctrine 
taught in these books, which as will be ob- 
served encourages the free exhibition of mer- 
cury and the saetalic calxes, displays similar 
coincidence in many points with the oriental 
practice of our Physicians, would not be a 
departure from the fact. 
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The species considered to correspond with 
the Spasmodic Cholera is the 5th, Siting*, 
which is thus described in the vhintauiaui a — 



sicfered that eren those rersed in European 
science hare not yet agreed as to the pathology 
of this Epidemic; though the unlearned mast 
think it strange thai an inflammatory cause 
should be assigned to a disease, which, without 
any apparent previous excitation, prostrates 
the strength, as it were, at one blew s.ud siuks 
the patieut m a few hours from a state of 
health ui.d rigor to the lowest degree of debi- 
lity. — It would be presumption in mc to ven- 
ture a dec is ion M when Doctors disagree, 
eveu to enter at all iuto the merits of either 
controversy ; 1 snaj be permitted, however, to 
add, with respect to the Hindu classification of 
the disease, ti.at they who deny that the Spas- 
modic Cholera, in the form in which it has 
spread over India, is properly designated by 
the terms bilang+Sunnipata, admit that the 
main, if not the only uiflereoce between'it and 
the i'id.huma Fiskiichi, is, that the former is 
simply Spasmodic, and, though usually, not 
t mldi nly, fatal, while the la/ter is Epidemical 
bud most rapid in its progress. The following 
extracts, taken from medical writinfti in San- 
scrit and Tamil, in which the several species of 
diseases included in the two classes are no- 
ticed, the distinguishing symptoms of those 
identified with the Spasmodic Cholera detail. 
nj, and the remedies prescribed for them 
stated, seem to suggest, as a necessary corrol. 
J.ii y, that the ditease firthdetcribed it the tame 
at the latter, ahen itt progress it accelerated 
and it* virulence increased by its having become 
epidemic. 

These extracts have been translated with re- 
ference to theCtrmmentarieSjby which all Indian 
■writings of a similar nature are accompanied. 
The liteisry wealth of the Telugu language 
consists thinly in the excellent Ticas written 
in that dialect ou Sanscrit works of all descrip- 
tions, l>> one of which the copy of the Chinta- 
snani here used is accompanied. All manu- 
tftnpts on scientific subjects, which have been 
repeatedly copied by ignoi ant scribes, must be 
subject to multiplied error, and medical writ- 
ings in Sanscrit and Tamil are proverbially so: 
J have Uen obliged, therefore, to restore the 
Fense, -rtith the assistance of the Commentators, 
in some of the passages cited, by conjectural 
emendations; these, however, in no instance 
aOect the general meaning.

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The Native Practitioners, though they agree 
generally in the diagnostics of the disease, 
differ as to its pathology and systematic clas- 
aiueation. Some hold that cue Spasmodic 
Cholera belongs to a class of diseases, known 
by the generic term Sannijtita, which includes 
every species of Paralytic aud Spasmodic affec- 
tion, the principal symptom being spasms or 
coi.vul-iuus of part or the whole of the body. 
Of the diseases belonging to this class, thirteen 
species are enumerated, of which some are ac< 
counted curable and some incurable. — Others 
rank this disease in a class called Jjirna 
Dyspepsia, the principal symptom of which is 
indigestion ; under this, four species are reck- 
oned, the third of which Fidhuma Fiskuchi, is

deed. That it is chiefly confined to pewew* *'■ 
the lower tribes, who are accustomed to a poor 
and irregular diet and exposure to tbe weather, 
and that it spares these invigorated by a more 
generous diet, wbetber animal or vegetable, 
and whose circumstances enable them to pro- 
tect themselves by good clothing and substan- 
tial dwellings, from the changes of the atmos- 
phere, has been fully confirmed by recent ex- 
perience. The Hindus account for this by a 
Mythological fable, in wfa^ch the origin of tbe 
disease is stated and which, did I not wish to 
avoid the incongruous mixture of truth and 
falsehood, I would relate. It is to be read, 
either in Sanscrit or Tamil, in the Jayaoa- 
Vasish'tam, and tbe substance of it is, that the 
female demon, Raoshari, by whom the disease 
is caused, was on a certain occasion restricted 
by the injunction of Brahmi from afflicting 
the worthy, whose lives were regulated by the 
precepts of their religion, and appointed to 
panish tbe rices of tbe base and dissolute. 



Tbe Small-Pox produced by the 'fluid from 
the udder of a Cow, (Gosrany' ddacam) will 
be of the same gentle nature as the original 
disease, not attended by fear, oor requiring 
medicine ; the diet may be according to the 
pleasure of the patient, who may be inoculated 
once only, or two, three, four, live, or six tiroes.

It is that the Inoculation for the Cow-Pox was 
known of old time to the Hindu Medical wri- 
ters. To substantiate this stttement, it is no- 
•eatery only to refer to the Sactiya Grantham, 
attributed to Dkaawaatari, and, therefore, un- 
doubtedly an ancient composition. In thii 
work, after describing nine several species of 
tie Small-Pox, of which three (one, A'libhi, 
being the confluent kind) are declared incur- 
able, the Author proceeds to lay down the 
rules for the practice of inoculation ; from this 
part the following extracts are taken, 0/ tbe 
first of which the original is given in the Eng- 
lish character for the satisfaction of the Sanscrit 
Scholar, and of the other for the sake • f brevity 
translations only.

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BIOGRAPHY. 

[TRANSLATBD FROM THE FRENCH] 

~~~ Le«» Joteph, of Bourbon, Prince of Conde, w*j 
born atChautilly.on tbe9lii of August, 17S6, ana 
"m the only ton of the Duke ef Bourbon, who had 
been firm minister to the regency, and of Caroline 
of Hesse Rbiuefels, an amiable, well educated, aad 
intelligent Priucess, towards whom, Louis XV. wbiie 
• youth, bore the most tender and irreproachable 
frieudship. In this manner the monarch, who passed 
*> large portion of his time at Chan tally, conceived 
an almost paternal attachment to the young Prince 
of Conde. Being suddenly deprived of his father, 
who died on the 2?th of January. 1740, at the age 
of 47 years, and of the Duchess his mother, en the 
Sid of May, 1741, aged only «6, the Prince of Conde, 
left si. orphan at live years, found the greatest con- 
tolatirt .-under these cruel losses in the attention 
of his Ring, and in this unremitting fares of his unci* 
and guardian, Count Charoltis. Louis X V. bestow- 
ed upon the young Prince the office of Lord Steward 
of his iiotiseiiold, wi.ich had been held by the Duke 
of Bourbon, and entrusted the duties of this office 

_^ to the Count Charolais till bis nephew should be of 
an age to discharge them. He gave in the same 

-' manner, to the Duke of St. Aiguan, the reversion of 
the government of Burgundy, to be given up to the 
young Prince, when he should have reached the age 
of 18 years. The Count Charolais directed the 
education of the heir of the house of Conde with a 
strictness which caused hiin early to exhibit in his 
rha'racter the love of study and of glory. He never 
spared him a severe opinion. The Duke of Bourbon 
had (eft him an inheritance which was very much 
disordered^ and it was owing to the strict economy 
and the wise management of his guardian, that the 
Prince of Conde saw himself, on becoming of age, 
the possessor of a fortune sufficient to enable him to 
^■_fnpport his rank with honour. Ou the 2d of Fehru- 
*"vury, 1758, he was appointed Chevalier of the Or- 
der of the Holy Ghost. 0a the third of May in the 
following year he married the Princess Charlotte- 
Godfrida- Elizabeth of Rohan Souhise, by whom he 
had M. the Duke < t" Bourbon, who* was born on the 
19th of April, 1756, and Mademoiselle de Conde, 
born on the 5th of October, in 1 7*7. The Prince of 
Conde lost his wife in the flower of her age, on the 
ttk ..f March. 1760. On the With of August, 1754, 
bis Royal Highness convened the states of Burgundy 
as Governor of that province, he having then reach- 
ed- the age of eighteen. The following year he be- 
gan bis career in the army. IV was _lhe £fi> cam-' 
p*ign_o£li*e_ucfortunate seven years war. While 
the Preach generals sustained so ill the honor of 
their arms, the young Conde added to the glory of 
his great aame, aad obtained some biiliiants 



At the battle of Hastenbeck, being desired by bis 
first gentleman and aide-de-camp. M de la Touraille 
to step ten paces to the left, to avoid the direction 
of a battery which was making groat havock about 
him, he answered " I find none of these precautions, 
in the history of the great PrirA-e of Coede." He 
displayed a surprising courage two years afterwards 
at 'he battle of Mintlen. He was seen at the head 
of hit reserve charging the cner, a vigorously, on a 
spot already covered with the bodies of bis officers 
and soldiers. — His military taJeaU were still better 
developed wheu he bad under bis command a sepa- 
rate body of troops. It was then that he obtained 
several advantages over Prince Ferdinand of Bruns- 
wick, the relation and worthy Lieutenant of thegreat 
Frederick. The victory gained over the Hereditary 
Vripce of Brunswick at Joh»nr. e s!>erg in 1768 was 
the roost brilliant ezph it of the Prince of Con- 
de, during (his war. He h&d held bj» council in 
the midst of cannon balls, and notwithstanding- 
the superiority of numbers, he remained master 
of the field of battle. Louis XV. to reward the 
/%orthy heir of the Coudes, bestowed on him 
' a part i f the cannon taken from the enemy

ing afterwards on a visit to Ibe Prince of Con- 
de tit Chantilly. and uot seeii g these cannons 
which his Royal Highness, with a truly French po- 
liteness had concealed from him, " You will con- 
quer me twice" ia*>l the Prussian general to him ;

When the Count of the North, since 
Paul I . Emperor of Rtniia, canad te France, the 
Princti of Conde detained him three davs at then. 
tilly. Charmed with all the b-auties of this place 
of deligbtt, the Count of the North exclaimed that 
he would gladly exchange all his possessions for 
Chanliliy " Yoa would lose too much by that," 
said ibe Prince of Coode "and besides yottr subjects 
wou>d have reason U complain," "Ah! 1 ihould 
gbie much," replied the Count, " I should be a 
Bourbon." 

In tlie year 1788 the Minister of war having form- 
ed three camps for the purpose of exercising the 
army in grand marctvivres, and at the same time 
to prevent the troubles which the agitation if the 
public mind gave reason to fear, the Duke of Conde 
had the command of that which was placed at St. 
Omer. He found in the troops which composed it, 
the sentiments which the nam 5 of Conde h s always 
excited in French soldiers-. The Duke d'lngbien. 
accompanied him in this military excursion, and he 
made .1 tour to Dunkirk, where his grandfather ex- 
plained to him with the greatest care, the details, ef 
the marine. 

The preceding year the Prince of Conde had pre- 
sided over the fourth barenu of the " 
Notahbjr-nf'iTlit^ ha presided ovor the same bu- 
reau of that which the King convoked the following 
year \ showed himself a firm partiz in of the prin- 
ciples of ancient monarchy, and signed the famous 
memoir of the Prinzes, addressed tr the King near 
the close of the second session of the Notables. 

On the I7ih of July 1780, the Prince of Conde 
quitted France with his family, and retired to Brus- 
sels, whence he repaired through Switxeriand to 
Tunc. A great number of gentlemen, all ready to 
fijht for the cause of royalty, accompanied the 
P. "nice in his retreat. He supported them by great 
sacrifices. Having exhausted hii finances, he bor- 
rowed at Genoa, 500 000 livres upon hit diamonds. 
His little army, on tou frontiers ef German}, in- 
created daily. 

In Jane, 1 790, hit Royal Highness published a 
manifesto of the following import: "I quitted my 
eountry a year ago ; it is my duty to declare to the 
world my mot vet for leaving it. (> will mike them 
blush for the cim,:* which the intrigues a. d ambi- 
tion of their chiefs have committed. They will 
blush for them when I am buried under tbe ruins 
of the monarchy. The interest of the nobili y is 
It is the causes of aH Princes, and of all gea- 
_ i, that l defeed. They will again unite under 
the glorious standard which I shall display at their 
head. Yet, I will proceed, notwithstanding the 
horror which it ought to inspire in a descendant of 
Henry IV. to think of dipping bit handt in the blond 
of Frenchmen. I will go on at the head of tbe no- 
bility ef all natioot; and, followed by all the faith- 
ful tubjectt <if their King, who will unite under my 
baoner, I will go, to attempt the delivery of this un- 
happy kingdom, which they have filled with terrors, 
by imprisoning Princet under pretexts the most 
odiout and ridiculous," 

The Prince of Conde finished hit manifesto by 
giving the assurance that all the Princet of the 
house of Bourbon would unite to deliver the Royal 
branch ef France from oppression, and that Sardi- 
nia would give all her forcet to those of Napleeand ' succours 



soon to terminate the life of this monarch, and pre- 
vent him from executing bis generous projects. 

Tbe Prince wat at Worms when tbe French cora- 
missarv Duerverger delivered to him the l-tter from 
Louis XVI- His Royal Highness d ree'ed the mes- 
senger to f.-llsw him to Coblentx, whither he would 
betake himself to confer with tbe Count d'Artois 
upon the answer which should be made to the mes- 
sage. The I lth of September following, he addressed 
to Louis XVI. a letter in tho following terms. " Sir, 
Your uogiint brothers having very willingly com- 
municated to u* the letter which they addressed to 
your Majesty, permit us to declare in regard to it, 
that ae adhere in heart and soul to all -r*hich they 
have engaged ; that we are penetrated by the same 
sentiment*, animated by the tame views, fixed in tbe 
tame resolutions ; the zeal of which they have given 
the e* ample, is inseparable from the blood which 
runs i.i our veins, from that blood which was always, 
ready to be shed 'for the service of France. Bour- 
bon, from the bottom of the heart, what should be 
eur iudignation when we see the vile and factious 
answer your kindnesses only by outrages, intuit the 
Royal majesty, censure all sovereigns, trample un- 
der foot all laws divine and human, and attempt to 
set n u their montitrotM system upon the ruins of our 
t^ltatn^WrnlWvwVvlttaB^^IU^iir mov 
guided by Princes, whose wisdom equals their vaL _ 
and sensibility. In following their course we are 
sure to proceed with firmness in the path ofiioaour ; 
and it it under their noble auspices, that fre renew 
in your hands at the Princet of your blood, and as 
Gentlemen of France tbe oath to die faithful to your 
service. We will all perith, rather than submit to 
the triumph of crime, 4he debasement of the tnroue, 
and the overthrow of tbe monarchy." 

It was then that the national assembly put under 
sequestration all the property of the' Wince of C«a- 
de, and forbade all Frenchmen to co.Tesj 01 d with 
him or his officers, under the penalty of being pu- 
nished as traitors to the country. From the publica- 
tion of his manifesto, the revolutionists had hid 
waste Chanliliy, and carried off the cannon which 
made the principal ornament of this fine residence 
by recalling the glory of bim who had inhabited it. 
Nevertheless, the Prince of Coude, vrho hsd begun 
to open a second loan at Amsterdam (in August, 
1791) commenced making preparations far war 
His Higbnesa organized his army, which was not 
numerous, but composed of true gent emea, all full 
of honour, and a devotednest to every trial. This 
army had begun to form ittelf at Worms. It was 
sent in December 1791, into the states of the Cardi- 
nal de Rohan, at Oberkirch, to be within reach to 
tuttain the spirit of the Royalists in Strasbourg. The 
projects which they had formed, having failed, the 
army of Conde departed in the hegioni.ig of 1799 
for Kreutsuach, AMzey, and ether placet in the cir- 
cle of the upper Rhine.

Three days afterwards he 
left Paris with the king, for Belgium, and resided 
sometimes at Hrussrl* and sometimes at Ghent. In 
the i» oi. th of July. 1*15. he returned to Paris with 
the king. The Chamber of Peers appointed him 
president of one ui their bureaux Since the se- 
cond restoration, he resided, almost constantly, at 
fnutitilty, where a modest habitation remains in 
the midst -»f the ruins of one ef the most beautiful 
palaces of Europe. 

The Prince of Conde wrote, during his leisure, 
the life of his illustrious ancestor, which was publish- 
ed in I. SOS, at Paris, under the modest title of 
i:»*n,v «*#* the L\ft of the Gr**t Cenle, by L. J. of 
Bourbon, his fourth descendant. 1st and Sd editi- 
on*, tvo. This woik, written with* simplicity, a 
- precision, and a truly historical exactness, was ad-, 
mind at the periodof its publication, and was**proof 
against the attacks of the critics, at a time when 
the name of Bourbon, and that of Conde, were 
•vinVicnt to excite the fnry of the revolutionists. 
'Be had one daughter, Louis Adelaide Bourbon 
I'onde, who was born Oct. 5. 17*7. She became 
Ahbissof Iteinicrinoutin 1789, emigrated^rith her 
ramify in 1789, and after having successively resid- 
ed in Germany, Russia, aud*Bngtand, returned 
v ilh the king in 18(4.— As distinguished by her 
nietv and virtue as by her birth, she renounced the 
world many years ago, to embrace the religion; life. 
She conld not, as she wished, resume the cloister in 
Iff 14, but wss obliged to wait until the ancieut pa- 
lace of the temple, which his Majesty bad given her 
for the purpose of joining her sisters, wasflttedfor 
her reception, at the end of 1810. On the Sd of 
Kovenaher Ihe Princess entered this retreat, never 
more to depart from it, consecrating herself with 
her ouns to perpetual adoration, the object of 
whisb is to expiate the crimes of the revolution, on

Soon after this officer had left the 
Lawrence, her colours were struck but the British, 
from the weakness of tbeir crews and destruction 
of their boats, were enabled to take possession of 
her. It was at this anxious and interesting junc- 
ture, that the fate of the day seemed to poise in 
favor of the British snd commodoro Perry even 
despaired of the victory, when * sadden breexe re* 
vived his hopes and turned the scale in bis favor. 
This fortunate commander,, finding the Niagara, i 
had suffered lightly in the engagement, made a des- ! 
perate irT.irt to retrieve the fortune oi' iihe day, and 
taking advantage of the breexe, shot ahead of the j 
Lady Provost, Queen Charlotte aod Hunter, ra'itng t 
them with her starboard guns, sndeogsged the De- 
troit which being raked in all directions soon be- 
came unmanageable. The Niagara than bore round 
of the Queen CharUite and hauling up on the 
starboard tack, engaged tbst ship, giving at the 
same time a raking fire with her larboard guns to 
the Chippewa and Little Bult, while the smaller 
vessels closing So grape and canister distance, main, 
tained it tremendous and most destructive fire. 
This mnslerly, and but too successful mantahvre de- 
cided the contest. Capt. Barclay being severely 
and dangerously wounded, Captain Finnis, of the 
Queen Charlotte killed, and every cotnm.inder, and 
officer second in command, either killed or disabled 
the Detroit end Queen Charlotte, perfect wrecks, 
alter a desperate engagement of upwards of three 
hours, were compellel to surrender. By this de- 
cisive action, the whole of the British tquadron on 
Lake Brie was captured by tiie enemy, who now be- 
came uncontrolable masters of the lake. The ene- 
my lost in this action t7 msn killed, and to men 
w meeed.
